order until tho mooting of Parliament, 
-which will, wo presume, take placo in 
a few weeks, and beforo which body 
-wo buvo reason to boliove tho proposal 
to iooludo Va\i Coluny in the Confed- 
eracy will bo laid at a vor}- early day 
with every prospect of succces, not. 
withbtanding tho predictions of a iow 
in our midtit who maintain that the 
Confodoracy will not tuko over e 
bankrupt Colony like ours, assume 
our debt, and guarantco our civil list, 
except wo consent lo become part and 
parcel of tho Confodoracy on terms 
that will be humiliating and destruc- 
tive to U8. Wo entertain no Buch 
fears, knowing as we well do that 
to deprive tho Confederacy of British 
Columbia would bo to destroy tho 
hopes of Mc3^r3 M-acdonald, Carlior, 
Tilley, Tupper and other prominent 
Confedcrationists. The loss of Bril>« 
ish Columbia to the Oonfederaoy 
-vrould bo irreparable — tbocoriier*stono 
ot the groat edified wo^uld be romovo'd, 
and the whole Btruoiuro irould tumble 
to the ground for want- of a secure 
foundation. This Colony stands in 
the same position towards the Con. 
federacy as do the Provinces of Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, They 
guard tho oastorn outranco to tho rich 
inland treasures of tho Confederacy. 
Britifih Columoia standi like a womry 
at tho wofitori) portals to look after 
tho interofcts of onu-balf of ilu .do- 
minion. Without a fronton tho I'acific 
tho Confodcralioii HcheniO would novor 
havQ been mooted, asid were tho J ;n>- 
perial Govornuiout to coJo or soil thit^, 
Colony to tho Aiuericaiin, the whole 
concern would not rcc|uiro much f ine 
to follow, it is qtiito true that we are 
burdened with debt — tlso reriult of tbo 
errorsof a Government that cmild not 
■well be worse. Jivcrj- thing has boon 
going by sixes and buvous for a long 
-while back. But^ bad as our Govern., 
mont is, and bii^htibg as the etBTdot of 
its mistakes have proved, our illimi- 
table resources have neitbor been re- 
moved nor destroyed. Their dovelop- 
ment has only boon retarded by tho 
sinful oxtravaganco and tho wretched 
imbecility ot our rulorti ; hut no ovil so 
groat that it ma}' not bis overcome by 
prudence, wisidoin and forethought ou 
tho part of Titio and carelul ruloro 
has 3 et befallen an. Tho country w 
filled with sullicient natural ])roduc- 
tions to make it ;!;reat in iti-.iilJ' by ih'.; 
support of a ii'jpuhiiiuu of many luiN 
lions, and when tho ro.-ouic.:s and 
advantages wo havo to olfor tho Cun- 
fcdoracy arc ao great, our debt will bo 
regarded by the Canadians as more 
lagatelle. What wo lequiro to bring 
about a hoalihy ot.ange in our afliiirb 
are a cheap Govern mont oompoaod oi 
worUingmon (nob popinjays and do- 
notbings) and a riifht to send repre 
eentaiivea to Ottawa, whore our in^ 
torests would be guarded and our 
people secured a voice in the general 
GovornmoDt of tho country. We ask 
nothing at the hands of tbo Confodor- 
acy that it has not already <,'runtcd to 
other members of its faniily; and wo 
Bhall accept nothing le33. In fact, wo 
do not be'iovo our moru fortunate 
fellow coloniHtH, kno'.vin:^ a.'i they do 
tho i)olitical HLCc-^sif !,' that exisis for 
including ua in their l;iuiily, wuuld hag • 
glo for a moment over tho terms. 
They would buIhiuc an cqaitable ar- 
raogemout, and v,'o Hhould bo the 
greatest ninnio.s in tho world if wo 
declined to acocptit. British Columbia, 
we have always maintained, is ncccS' 
eary to tho growth, tho grcatneaa, the 
very exiBtcuco of the JJomiuion of 
Oonadaj and in this baliof wo nro 
BtrcDglbenod by tbo perusal of ao
